'Dementia Americana' Is Alleged in Trial 


The prosecution opened its cdse this 


morning In the trial of Kobert E. Cur- 
tin, who is charged with "murdering 
Xphn H. Titus. The trial Is proceed- 
ing before a jury in Superior Judga 
Ellsworth's court. The case will be a 
hard-fought one and will occupy sev- 
eral days. 


The defense is to contend that Cur- 


tin was insane at the time that he 
shot and killed Titus; that he was 
afflicted with "dementia americana," 
such as It was alleged Harry Thaw 
iras suffering- from at the time he 
killed Stanford White for his atten- 
tions to his wife, Mrs. Evelyn Thaw. 


Tho Curtin. case is similar to the 


Thaw case in many instances, and the 
defense, it is understood, will proceed 
in much the same ',vay as was done 
in the sensational New York case, 
Curtin, it Is claimed, was so wrought 
up over the confession of his wife 
that- she had had friendly relations 
with Titus that he was seized with a 
fit of "dementia, amerlcana" and re- 
solved to slay TitTis, which he did. 
Declares Him Sane. 


Assistant District Attorney Hynes 


made the opening statement to the 
jury this morning for the prosecution 
and outlined the evidence of the de- 
fense. 
Hynes declared that the jury, 


in. listening to the testimony ot the 
prosecution, should believe that Cur- 
tin is sane at the present time and 
that he was sane at tha time he fired 
the bullets which ended Titus' life 


He told of how Curtin, after his wife j 
had contessed that she had been au- i 
tomobilmg' with Titus in San Fran- i 


, cisco, had been indulging In intoxi- | 
jcatlng liquor with him, had stayed J 
overnight at a hotel with him, went I 
to trie Titus^home at 1865 Grove street, ! 
and after ascert'afning that Titus was j 
the man who was before him, fired 
the shots at him without warning.

Hynes stated that Curtin had gone 


to a saloon, which Titus and a man 
named King were to open, and had 
inquire'd for Titus, but had not found j 
him there. He claims that Curtin car- | 
riod a revolver In his hand all the time 
he was looking for Titus and con- 
cealed it beneath a black silk hand- 
kerchief,

Charles King was tho first witness 


for the prosecution and he told of 
Curtin's mysterious visits to the sa- 
loon and his requests to see Titus 
Henry Oakes, the-pecond witness, told 
of capturing Curtin. after the latter 
had shot Titus.

Merchants Declare That Plague 


Crusade Is a Grand 


Fake. 


The Merchants' Exchange 
held 
a 


very lively meeting last night to dis- 
cuss the rat crusade. It decided to 
call a mass meeting Saturday night at 
Maple hall. 


Qeorge W. Arper, chairman of the 


committee which has been Investigat- 
ing the plague situation, declared that 
it was ths result at a combination of 
political parasites \vho had their hands 
In the pockets of the city 
treasury. 


Arper 
took 
occasion 
to 
denounce 


George. C. Pardea, whom he charged 
as head of the committee of' seventy 
as being mainly' responsible for the 
distribution of pamphlets 
announcing 


that plague was prevalent In Oakland. 


"Our city Is face to face with "a1 


deficit in the treasury from this very 
crusade—a fariie as It is-—against an 
Imaginary enemy," he declared vehem- 
ently, and the other members of the 
exchange applauded. 
"You don't know 


where these fellows, these 
political 


parasites, -are going to stop. War- 
rants have already been held up by 
the Council; street work is being de- 
layed for lack of funds. 
Money that 


should have devoted • to 
purchasing 


fire apparatus and 
increasing 
the 


supply of water for fire protection has 
been thrown to the men responsible 
for this scare. 
City Damaged for Years. 


"There is advertising matter 
being 
sent over the United States as a re- 
sult of 
this plague wai 
which 
will 
have damaging effects on this,city for 
years. 
This whole rotten business has 
and will still be put to our discredit 
by eastern business men. 
They believe 
that Oakland and the bay cities are 
plague Infected and I would not be sur- 
prised if they did not use it as an argu- 
ment against the establishment of a fleet 
In these waters. 
There has already been 
expressed a feeling against such a move 
on the part of the government and the 
plague problem Is a good talking point, 
even in Washington 
A mass meeting of 


the citizens should be held to settle an " 
discuss this question. 
This farce must 
be closed. 
The city's resources are fast 


Arper then said that the cost of killing 


of rats was $8.43 apiece, according to Dr 
Long's own figures, that rat poison cost 
the city $100 a day. And in this regard 
he declared that to his own knowledge 
and to many other business men in Oak- 
land It was known that at least hal£ of 
this poison was wasted. 


'Whole cans have been dumped In gut- 


ters, hidden under curbs, thrown in va- 
cant lots," declared Arper. "This poison 
was not set out as it should be Cans 
unopened have been found by the hun- 
dreds. One butchci told me a rat catchei 
had asked to store a little poison in his 
shop as he was going to San Francisco. 
That poison is still there " 


From Dr. Long's report Arper and 


the other members of the committee, 
consisting of E 
A. Young, Fred Sin- 


clair and L H Davison, found that a 
total of seven deaths fiom plague had 
been reported. He said that of these 
five could not be accounted for by death 
certificates, and there was no lecorj to 
show that cases had actually existed or 
lesulted fatally. 
The /other two bore 


burial certificates. 
No Plague Test Made. 


But here again Arper had discovered 
a deficiency. One of the cases was that 
of Joseph GanozzI, who died at the Ala- 
meda County Hospital on No\ ember 12, 
1907. 
His case had been reported on 
November 6. On the day of his death 
a burial certificate was issued. There Is 
no record, according to the committee, 
to show that a test of the alleged plaguo 
case was made, nor is it known that 
the regular tests were made, a piocess 
which 
occupies 
between 
fifteen 
and 
twenty days. The other case was very 
similar, said Arper. 
It was cited that Councilman Pendle- 


ton, 
during the meeting of the City Coun- 


cil Monday night, said that he did not 
think the council ought to pay the bills 
outside the regular appropriation of the 
rat crusade money, but added that, as tne 
council had created tlie committee of 
seventy, It was evidently up to the coun- 
cil to meet the committee's bills. 
It was also pointed out that of the 500 
physicians in Alameda county only thir- 
ty-seven of those at a recent meeting of 
the Alameda County Medical Association 
signed resolutions Indorsing the work of 
the Board of Health and Dr. Long in 
the rat crusade.

Protect Our Fniit Growers. 


The Southern California fruit growers are taking up the ques- 


tion of protecting their interests from the'advances that are beingr 
made by foreign competitors. They want an adequate tariff imposed 
on all fruits and vegetables imported into this country. 


The fruit growers of Alameda county and, indeed, the growers 


of Central California are as rrruch interested in the proposition as are 
the people in the south."-Our growers, send thousands-of dollars' 
worth of goods East every year and, therefore, they go into the same 
market as do the.Southern people. 


The Los Angeles Express hits the «ail on the head in the fol- 


lowing- article: 


"California fruit growers are asking that an adequate tariff be 


imposed on all. fruits and vegetables'imported into the United States. 
The Citrus Protective League has begun a campaign of education, 
which has for its ultimate object the imposition of an adequate duty. 
It should be understood that the proposed tariff will be protective in 
character. Under present conditions California fruit growers must 
compete with the fruit men of Southern Europe, who employ cheap 
labor and send fruit to the United States by cheap steamship routes. 
By means of circular letters, special literature, personal interviews 
and meetings the league hopes to induce fruit growers and farmers 
to exert their influence with their representatives in Congress for the 
protection of this home industry. It is urged that this is a case in 
which tariff reformers may unite with protectionists, as the proposed 
duty is not to be imposed for the purpose of favoring one American 
industry at the expense of another, or causing trusts to be formed, 
but for that of cutting out competition which is,hurtful to California 
without being beneficial to any part of the United States. Of course 
there is danger that a high tariff, which would confine the American 
fruit industry to handling fruit grown in the United States, might 
produce a trust. In handling the trust question the United States 
could, with advantage, follow the example of Mexico, whch has from 
time to time protected young national industries by high tariffs, 
which have been removed whenever it has become apparent that pro- 
tection was being misused for selfish ends. Under the Mexican 
system, every article controlled by a trust in the United States would 
be on the free-list, and would remain on the free list until the trust 
had been dissolved and active independent production and free com- 
petition resumed."
